mon centre. 
Thov are very common in 
India. They sometimes carry up so much 
sand in tho Sahara and Arabia that those 
on whom the sand fails are overwhelmed. 
They occur also in the arid regions of tho 
United States. In thoMagdalena Valley, 
across 
the 
mountains westward 
from 
Socorro, in New Mexico, during a hot 
day in summer thoy form at the head of 
the valley in a long, slender, 
vertical 
column, perhaps six hundred feetliigh, 
and then travel down the valley toward 
the village of Magdalena, over which 
they burst sometimes, 
bringing 
little 
pulls of contrary winds and a shower of 
line dust. 
In somo places a group of 
stationary whirls of tho same 
general 
character as the preceding aro tied down 
to ono point. 
Such aro the whirls which 
form sometimes over volcanoes.—Chicago 
News. 


Americft's Many Names.

the Christian name of 
Amerigo Ves- 
pucci.

Irom tho Peruvian word Armaru, mean- 
ing the sacred symbol of tho cross, made 
of a serpent and stick, and tho suflixca, 
meaning country. 
Thus derived, Amer- 
ica means tiie land of tho holy animal.— 
New York Sun.

ABOUT AiniNG BKM. 


In airing beds the most thorough, care- 
ful housekeeper often errs throu£?h her 
very thoroughness.

Bhoots, blankets, etc., and hang them 
out of tho window and over chairs, hav- 
ing them all exposed as much as possible 
to the dircct ruvs of the sun and in tho 
Btroncrest breeze, and this is just what 
should bo done. 
Then tho pillows will 
be taken up and shaken and thumped 
until thoy aro iluilv and placed in tho 
very sunniest spot, and this is all wrong. 
Tho sun will draw tho oil 
from tho 
feathers, and tho pillows will havo a 
rancid, disagreeable odor. Expose them 
to the air daily; bo as thorough as you 
pleaso in this, and place the pillow slips 
in the sun if you wish, but do not make 
tho mistake of giving pillows, bolsters, 
cushions or anything containing feathers 
a long sun bath, or you will do them 
more 
harm 
than good.—Now 
York 
World. 


CAULTFIJOWEII i n y a h i o u s w a y s . 


No more delicious vegetable exists than 
the cauliflower, which has within the last; 
dozen years become so cheap, 
though 
formerly considered a luxury. 
Cauli- 
ilower is now in market 
all 
tho 
year 
round. 
In tho spring 
months it is 
brought to New York 
from 
Eugland, 
but the British vegetable does not have 
the flavor, after its sea voyage, of tho 
cauliflower picked in tho Long Island 
gardens under the hands of skilled cuU 
tivators. 


There aro maty 
delicious 
ways 
oi 
cooking this vegetable besides the fa- 
miliar OQO of boilincr it and serving it 
with cream sauce. 
An excellent way is 
*'au gratín.*' 
To prepare a cauliflower 
this way, select a large, fine one. 
Tear 
olí the leaves, pick the flowerets apart, 
cut oil the roots, and wash it thorough- 
ly in cold water. 
Then put in a sauce- 
pan in abundance of cold water. 
Add a 
handful of salt and 
let the 
vegetable 
cook for thirty minutes after it begins to 
boil, 
Wheu It is cooked, drain it, put 
It in a baking dish, and 
have ready a 
cream sauce, made by mixing a table- 
spoonful of flour with two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, stirring in two cups of 
milk with salt and pepper. Let thecrc-ita 
sauce cook ten minutes after making it. 
Add three tablespoonfuls of grated Par- 
mesan cheese, and pour it at once over 
the cauliflower in 
tho 
baking 
dish. 
Sprinkle over the cauliflower three more 
tablespoonfuls of 
Parmesan cheese, 
a 
tablespoonful of fresh bread crumbs and 
a few bits of butter. Let the cauliflower 
bake in a quick oven for about twenty- 
flve minutes, when it should be a rich 
brown all over.—New York Tribune. 


BAKED AKD I'OTTISD TEATIS. 


Among fall fruits tho pear holds an 
important place, although its reputation 
has Bullered somewhat from improper 
treatment 
when an attempt has been 
made to servo pears cooked, either as 
sauce or canned. 


The pear possesses some peculiar qual- 
ities, and requires a dillerent treatment 
from other Iruits. 


It is the only fruit that is better for 
being removed from the tree when green 
and laid aside to ripen. 


It requires to be cooked much longer 
than most fruits. 
When simply canned, 
its only recommendation to most persons 
is its looks; and tbo largo, white, per- 
fectly shapoíJ» halves do look nice, but 
aro tasteless and insipid. 


Ripo juicy pears are delicious served 
with sugar and cream. Tho pears should 
bo put on the ic3 until cold, 
peeled, 
sliced thin, sprinkled with sugar, and 
served immediately. 


Pears bako nicely and make a very 
rich dish. 
Thoy require at least two 
hours to cook. 


Baked Pears, No. 1.—^Wash and wipo 
tho pears, cut in halves, remove tho coro 
and 
all imperfections; put in a deep 
earthen bakmg dish, cover with water, 
and place in u hot oven. 
When soft, 
add sugar and brown. 


Baked Pears, No 2.—Select sound, 
perfect pears; placo in a baking dish 
with a littlo water.

Tio 
half a teaspoonful of ground cloves 
a 
piece of thin muslin, and throw into tho 
syrup, Avhich should be boiled until it 
looks thick and rich. 
Then put in tho 
pears, and cook ten minutes. 
Carefully 
remove each piece of pear with a wooden 
or silver spoon to a glass or earthern jar, 
pour the syrup over them, and cover

A VACÜ0ÍÍ BALLOON. 


As is well known, tho first balloon 
ascent was that of M. PiUtre do Rozier, 
in Montgolfier's fire balloon, which toolc 
place on October 15, 1783. 
Tho air in 
the balloon was raritied by a fire beneath 
it, and tho aeronaut stood in a gallery 
formed round tho mouth. 
The 
ascent 
on this occasion was limited to a height 
of about eighty feet by ropes, but a 
month later, on November 31, the samo 
gentleman ascended with a companion 
in a fire balloon and descended in safety 
some five miles from tho place he started. 
Several ascents were afterwards made in 
fire balloons, but before long they were 
abandoned, owing to accidents 
having 
occurred 
through 
their 
bccomin^ 
ignited. 
° 


Though the use of hydrogen gas as a 
means for raising balloons was proposed 
as early as 1767 by Dr. William Black of 
Edinburgh, no 
attempt 
was 
mado to 
utilize it except for toy balloons until 
Aunust 17ti3, when MM. Charles and 
Kobertsent up a large balloon from Paris. 
The 
balloon roso to a height of 3U00 
feet, and fell fifteen miles away in tho 
country, where it caused groat conster- 
nation amotg tho inhabitants, who im- 
agined it to bo of supernatural 
origin. 
On December 1st of the same 
year the 


amounted to $50,000, being found by 
Mr. Dars E^g, a gunmakor, well known 
at tho time.

which tho illustration is a copy. 


Some 
inventors 
have 
recently pro- 
posed to uso wings or paddles, 
worked 
mechanically. 
In the specification of a 
patent applied for last year, for instance, 
is described a canoe-shaped balloon with 
self.feathering paddles, driven by steam 
or electricity. 
Though it Is quite pos- 
sible that wings or paddles 
might suc- 
cessfully 
be 
used, tho 
machinery for 
operating them is necessarily more com- 
plicated than that required for turnipg a 
screw 
propeller, 
and, 
therefore, 
the 
latter 
is 
olmost 
invariably 
now cm- 
ployed. 


The first successfully propelled balloon 
seems to have been that of Rufus Porter, 
an American, who, in 1833, constructed 
a model some twenty feet long, which 
was worked by a small steam engine. 
The apparatus was exhibited in New 
Yoik and worked successfully, but no 
attempt seems to have been made by 
this inventor to construct 
balloon large 
enough to carry a human being. 
An- 
other model was made by a Frenchman, 
M. Jullien, in 1850, which worked suc- 
cessfully, and was exhibited in Paris at 
the Hippodrome. 
Two years later a 
balloon was mado by 
Gillard, 
which 
could be propelled through the air on a 
calm day, and could be steered satitfac- 
torily in a strong wind, though it could 
not bo propelled 
directly 
against it. 
During the siego of Paris ordinary bal- 
loons were much used for carrying letters, 
etc., and before the siege was raised M. 
Dupuy de Lome was intrusted by the 
Government with the construction of a 
navigable one. 
Tho wur terminated 
however, before it was completed. 
It 
was afterwards finished, and tried with 
eight men in it working tho screw pro- 
peller, the experiment proved fairly suc- 
cessful, though the strength .of tho men 
was insufiicient to cause it to travel at 
any preat pace. 
Another 
successful 
French balloon was that invented by the 
brothers Tissondier. 
Tho balloon was 
driven by an electric motor of ono and 
one half horse power worked by a bat- 
tery. 
The balloon steered well, and a 
speed of nine or ten miles an hour wof 
obtained. 


In 188-1 a balloon named '<La France** 
was built by Captain Renaud 
and M, 
Krebs, agaiu Preuohmen. 
Out of seven 
trials five were completely successful, tbe 
balloon, after 
covering a 
considerable 
distance at a speed of ton to fifteen miloa 
per hour, being 
brought 
back 
to its 
starting point. 
On one of the remaining 
trials something went w o n g 
with the 
electrical apparatus, and on another oc- 
cation tho wind was 
excessively high, 
and the balloon could not make headway

Those whose business it is 
to aid others in fighting him say that 
he has already gained a foothold in 
London. 
They explain that not for 
many years until now has there been 
genuine distress in the metropolis, due 
to great commercial and 
economic 
causes. 


The situation has 
been 
growing 
worse for 15 months, but in Septem- 
ber things took a much sharper down- 
ward turn. 
The Labor Bureau of the 
Board of trade makes a gloomy report 
of the situation.

The harbor is maccnificent. 
Thpre can be found more vessels than 
are seen in New York Harbor. 


The harbor, until death placed its hand 
upon the people, presents always a busy 
and 
picturesque 
scene. 
Tho 
quays 
rstend 
alon:^ 
the right 
bank of the 
Norc'er Elbe from Altona to the Billwar- 
dcr-Neuendeich, a distance of more than 
three miles, and nccommodHte upward of 
four hundred 8ea-ffoin<r vessels 
and as 
many barires and river craft. 
The west 
end of the quay, opposite St, Paul, is 
chiefly occupied by tbo English colliers 
and 
the 
steamers 
of 
the 
Hamburg 
American Company. 
Adjacent is the 
Neider-hafen, intended 
principally lor 
the reception of sailing ve«-els during 
the season of lioating ice, and connected 
with the Elbe with several outlets which 
arc called Gatts.

Ther« are two rivers about Hamburif. 
They are small, but they add much to 
tho attraction of the city. 
They are tho 
Alster and tho Bilie, Tho former flowing 
from the north, forms a largo basin out- 
side the town and a smaller one within it, 
called tho Ausiien-Alster and the Bin- 
nen-Alstor respectively. 
It is about tho 
Ali^ters, which would bo called lakes or 
pnnds in this country, that 
tho tino 
hotels, tho fine houses and tho fino shops 
are found. Thoy are beaxitifuHj located- 
It is the fashionablo part of tho city. 


Tho little nvers, tho Alster and tho 
Bilie, aro discharged by locks into the 
canals, which aro called 
fleotes.

There are many of them and on nil 
merchandise is transported. 
There is no 
trucking in Hamburg to talk about. The 
cargoes of vessels and other merchandise 
is placed on largo, flat bottomed boats,

visitor. 


Down among these canals is St. Pauli. 
St. Pauli is the Bowery of Hamburg, 
The concert hall and the beer garden 
flourish amid gay and furious fun with 


dealcn of Hamburg. 
It naturally fol 
lows that tho zoological jrardens of Ham- 
burg are tho finest to bo found anywhere. 
They arc over in tho northwestern i)art 
of tho city. 


There is a sarcophagus in one of tho 
cemeteries commemorating tho death of 
1138 citiwensof Hamburg who, having 
been banished by Marshal Davoust, to- 
gether with many thousands of their fel- 
low-citizens, during tho winter of 1813- 
14, fell victims to griof, starvation and 
disease, 


Tho streets of Hamburg 
are "well 
paved, and it strikes tho visitor from 
Now York asboing a particularly cleanly 
city. 
In fact, tho streets seem a most 
delightful contrast to Broadway. 
Th'jre 
is never any dust in the city. 
This is 
accounted for by tho fact that it rains in 
Hamburg nearly all tho time. 
The of- 
ficial records show that rain falls 350 
days in tho year. Sometimes it sprinkles 
for only a few minutes and then it pours 
for days and days. 
During tho first 
week in August lost four 
days passed 
without any rain falling, and it almost 
created a panic. 
No one could remem- 
bcr of such a thing happening before, 


Tho city is so old that no one knows 
when it began to be. 
But it is certain 
that as early as 811 tho big and strong 
C'narlemagno founded a castlo at Ham- 
burg, to which ho soon added a church, 
presided oyer by a bishop, whoso busi- 
ness it was to propagate Christianity in

Grassbrook are large Holz 
tafen, or wood harbors, for the storage 
of timber. Between tbo Brookthor hafen 
and the Ober hafen, to the south, is the 
lar^e 
Venlo station of the Paris line. 
Near it are extensivo warehouse 
and 


the hawker and Zakir, 
The city is the 
most tan;?led up place imaginable. 
Tho 
streets wander about in tho most hap- 
hazard way and everywhere tho visitor 
comes upon water. 
St, Pauli is called 
a suburb. 
A right-angle triangle, with 
tho Elbe as the base and the apex be- 
yond Altona will give an idea of tho 
general shape of the town. 
But Altona 
is not a part of Hamburg, it 
is a 
suburb. 


No one can tell where Hamburg be- 
gins and Altona leaves off any more than 
ono can toll where Yorkville leaves oflE 
and Harlem begins. 
It is a big suburb. 
According to people who know all about 
these things, tho city of Hamburg con- 
sists of Allstadt and Neustadt, formerly 
surrounded by fortitications, and 
St. 
Pauli, together with several 
adjacant 
villages. 
But Altona has been left out 
in tbe cold. 


The greatest attraction of Hamburg is 
the Bmen-Alster, which is usually called 
tho Alster-Bassin by the people of Ham- 
burg. 
It is a beautiful sheet of water 
of an irregular form and 
more than a 
mile in circumference. 
It is bounded on 
three sides with quays, planted with 
trees and 
flanked 
with palatial 
hotels 
and handsome private dwellings. 
These 
quays are called the Alte, 
the 
None 
Jungsernsteig and the Alsterdamm. The 
fourth side, towards the Aussen-Alster, 
is laid out in promenades connected by 


those northern regions. 


The Counts of Holstein, within whoso 
jurisdiction Hamburg was situated, par- 
ticularly Adolph III. and IV., 
becamc 
great benefactors of the town and 
se- 
cured for its privileges and immunities 
which formed tho lound^ition of its sub- 
sequent independence. 


Hamburg joined tho Hanseatic League 
at an early period and played a prom- 
inent part in its contest with the Danish 
kings in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries. 
The city was also honorably

One of their peculiarities, and a disa- 
greeable one, too, is their power to eject, 
when irritated, a most horrible mixturo 
from their mouths ten or twelve feet, 
blinding an opponent. 


Tho animals were secured at an alti- 
tude of 9U00 feet on the sterile plains of 
Riobamba. 
Living almost in an arctic 
climate the llama is especially suscepti- 
ble to heat, and it was thought best to 
bring them down to tho seo by easy 
stages. 
One month was therefore spent 
in going from Riobamba to tho coast, 
which admitted of several stops to ac- 
climate the animals to tho great heat. 
The herd which loft Riobamba consisted 
of ten animals, all of which reached tho 
coast in apparently good condition. Tho 
herd was driven by two Indians, and on 
reaching Guayaquil, on tho coast, were 
coralled in tho gardens of the hippo- 
drome, where they remained a week.

After tho peace of Vienna Ham- 
burg got along comfortably until IQi'Z^ 
when the city was almost destroyed by 
fire. 
It recovered from that and grow 
apace. 
But its real *'boom," as thoy 
say in this country, began with the for- 
mation of the empire in lb70. 
Since 
that time the bulk of tho foreign com- 
merce of Germany has passed through 
Hamburg, 
Its population has increased 
almost with the rapidity of tne cities of 
tho West, and its increase in wealth has 
been even greater. 
In lo5i3 its popula- 
tion was about three hundred thousand. 
According to tho German census 
last 
year, 
Hamburg had a 
population 
of 
'520,000, 
This does not include a num- 
ber of its suburb, liico AUona, 
Altona 
has 200,000 people, 
Hamburg is there- 
foio about the same slz'j as Glasgow and 
Liverpool. 


Until four or live years ago, Hamburg 
was afreo city. 
That is, it was ono of 
the States of tho German 
Federation, 
and included a small tract of contiguous 
territory, Bismarck made an effort to in- 
corporate it into Prussia, and finally suc- 
ceeded in overcoming tho opposition of 
the people, who jealously guardei their 
freedom and independence. 


One of the chief factors in Hamburg's 
development has 
been the Hamburg- 
American Steamship Comj)any,

CnUUKING BY MACniNEnY. 


"Where the churning of the cream is 
done by hand it entails a most arduous 
task upon some member of the farm 
household, and in many cases it falls to 
the lot of the housewife. 
During the 
summer, where from three to five cows 
are kept, there is half an hour of this 
heavy work every day. 
There is often 
a large dog watching tho operation of 
churning that he may obtain his usual 
iillof buttermilk. 
A treadmill can be 
obtained for a few dollars, and tho dog 
made to do the work, aud you 
may 
watch tho operation or devote your time 
to other household duties. 
With tho 
Improved, or even tho common powers, 
a dog, weighing fifty pounds, can do the 
churning ot the cream from five cows, 
and not injure himself. 
Such work in 
hot weather should be done early in the 
morning while it is cool. 
The butter 
churned then will beiirmer. 
If the dog 
is treated kindly, and petted, he will 
gladly do the work and be ready at the 
call, or appear as soon as preparations 
are observed for the operation. 
Calves, 
sheoj) and goats are often used in tread- 
mills, but the dog is the most cleanly and 
Is best adapted to the work. Human life 
is too short to spend much of it manip- 
ulating tho churn dasher, 
especially 
when other power is so plentiful. 
An 
attachment can bo placed on tho wincl- 
mill, 
but calms 
interfere.—American 
Agriculturist.

vines, pieces of leather and wood ashes 
can nearly always bo applied with bene- 
fit. 
With a young vino oaro must be 
taken at first not to allow it to mature 
too much fruit. Kearly all young, thrifty 
vines will set more fruit than it should 
be allowed to mature. 
The remedv is to 
thin out some after the fruit has set. 
A 
good sprinkling of air-slacked lime 01 
copperas under the vine is a good pre- 
ventive of mildew. 
Spraying in good 
season will often aid to prevent rot. 


During the early part of tho season, 
and especially with young vines, thor- 
ough cultivation should be given, keep- 
ing tho soil in good tilth and clear ol 
weeds and grass. 
The greater part c^J 
tho work can, of coursc, be done with 
the horse cultivator, but some work will 
need to be done with tho hoc, if clean 
cultivation is given around the vines. 
Care must be taken not to prune too 
much while the vine is irrowinir.

pnocnESS in dealing with phuit insects 


Dr, C. V. Riley read at tho late meet- 
ing of the American Pomological Society 
an instructive paper on '^liecent Ad- 
vances in Dealing with Insects and Affect- 
ing Fruits." 
In this ho discusses the 
methods of combatting the plum cur- 
culio, codling moth, red scale, 
fluted 
gcale, and other injurious insects, giving 
the result of recent experiments on those 
Insccts. 
Contrary to the expressed opin- 
ions of many horticulturists. Dr. litloy 
quesiions whether more injury is oone 
to-day to' our fruits than was done fifty 
Dr one hundred years ago. 
In fact, it is 
patent that with tho advance made of 
late years in our methods of 
warfare 
igainst llieso fruit insects, less injury re- 
latively is done; but as tho area of fruit 
2ulturc increases, so does the aggregate 
3f injury and also the number of species 
ibat we have to contend with. 
He 
ivarned pomologists to bo on their guard 
igeinst two foreign insects, likely soon 
to appear in this country—tho peacli 
joratitis, a sub-tropical insect, resem- 
Dling the apple maggot, which Is ex- 
iremely destructive to tho peach crop of 
Bermuda, and likely to bo troublesome 
if it once becomes established in Florida 
ind Georgia, and tho Japanese peach 
[ruit worm, which is allied to our cod- 
dng raoih, aud in some seasons damages 
iinety per cent, of the peach crop of 
fapan. 
He suggested that provisiou bo 
Jiado for tho inspection, at ports of entry, 
)f fruits and plants received from any 
)art of the world from which wo know 
lunger threatens.—American Farmer,

for breeding purposes, use tho best sire 
you can obtain, and make tho flock pay 
even better the coming year than you 
did this. 


The smaller industries of tho farm 
often pay a better ratio of profit tuan 
tho large ones. 
Givs attention to the 
fowls, Iho bees and tho garden, and tho 
aggregate proiit from the three will be a 
snug little sum. 


In order to distribute manure evenly, 
so that all portions of the field will bo 
equally benefited, it must bo made fine. 
It is not economy, although it may save 
a little labor to throw the manure out in 
lumps and masses.
